Now  I'm  in  a  mighty  hurry 
and  I'm  tryna  step  around  this  man  in  the  white  suit  so  I  says,  "excuse  me  sir,"  but  not  real  loud 
like,  more  kind  of  like  a  grumbling,  I  said  "sir  excuse  me!"  he  pauses  again  and  casually  throws 
his  drained  beer  bottle  out  the  open  window  onto  the  dirt  road.  It  whistles  in  the  air  and  lands 
with  a  'ploonk '  on  the  dusty  sounding  dirt  road  outside.  "The  skinny  white  man,  who  was  with 
his  woman,  and  a  mighty  woman  she  was,  turns  around,  grabs  my  shirt  an  says  "Listen  here, 
Nigger!  I  ain't  neva  heard  such  a  mde,  revolting  voice  in  my  lifetime,  you  may  as  well  throw

Hurricane  Katrina 
killed  more  than  1 ,300  and  caused  US$70 
billion  in  damages  along  the  U.S.  Gulf 
Coast.  Mississippi  took  the  brunt  of  it;  in 
Gulfport,  for  instance,  the  storm  surge 
tossed  giant  shipping  containers  inland. 
In  Louisiana,  New  Orleans  was  spared  the 
highest  winds— but  then  the  levees  broke, 
submerging  80  per  cent  of  the  city,  includ- 
ing Canal  Street,  under  oily,  fetid  water.

humanitarian  aid  to  Africa,  but  to  establish  concrete  methods 
for  tackling  its  poverty.  More  than  one  million  attended  the  free
